He said that in the time alloted to 
him at Arnprior he could not fully 
discuss the whole problem of rein- 
forcements and the fate of the home 
defence draftees. 


GIVE DIFFERENCES 

This was taken to indicate that 
tonight he would outline where his 
program of recruiting’ volunteers 
differs from the one which his pre- 


decessor, Col. J. L. Ralston, tried 
and apparently found wanting 


It was understood that while 
the general's chief objection to 
conscription is the possible con- 
sequences to nationai unity, he | 
also feels a practical objection 
Presents itself, 


This objection. is that there isn't 
time to start the legislative machin- 
ery rolling to send conscripts over- 
seas and he feels he can get suf 
ficient numbers of men by a new 
method of recruiting whereby the 
yuonger generation would be made!

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No Conscription For 


Overseas 

General A, G. L. McNaughton’s first 
speech as Minister of National Defence 
will undoubtedly prove a terrific shock to 
all Canadian forces fighting so desperately 
on European fronts. The 70 per cent of 
Canadians who voted for conscription in the 
plebiscite of 1942 will also be shocked and 
dismayed, 

Canada is not to have conscription for 
overseas. 

The minister admits the need for rein- 
forcements but says that ‘four men and 
women will come forward to serve—that 
they will take up this honorable obligation 
and rally to the support of our gallant com- 
rades overseas.” 

Everyone knows it is a forlorn hope to 
think of finding adequate reinforcements 
among the people of a country which has 
been scratched over on a voluntary basis 
for five years. 

Everyone knows that no group of per- 
sons is better fitted to supply these needed 
reinforcements than the members of the 
home defence army who have been drilled 
and trained to a fine point since the begin- 
ning of the war. P 

But Canada is to reject this obvious 
source and seek reinforcements among a 
depleted stock of men who are willing to 
serve. The safety of our fighting men 
is to be pinned and their early return 
to their families is to be made dependent 
upon what a prayerful hope will yield 
among a population which has beer comb- 
ed for enlistments for five years. 

Canada is supposed to be a democracy. 
We are fighting this war for the four free- 
doms. Yet, apparently, the minority of 
30 percent wields the power in Ottawa. 

No wonder Canada is stunned.

Good News For All 

Because this it a time of year when hogs 
and cattle are marketed in great numbers 
it is particularly good news that the strike 
has been averted which threatened to tie up 
packing plants across the Dominion, The 
plants are having a difficult time to keep up 
with the rush of deliveries, and farmers are 
being urged to take temporary work in 
these establishments in order to speed up 
their operations. 

A strike in these circumstances would 
have been calamitous. The employees, em- 
ployers and stock-growers would not have 
been the only ones to suffer. Business of 
all kinds must have suffered severely in the 
re-action, while our bacon commitments to 
3ritain could not have been kept. 

In agreeing to settle their differences 
amicably and keep the plants going, the 
employees and owners have cleared away 
a very positive threat to the general wel- 
fare, which must have affected also an im- 
portant part of Canada’s economic war ef- 
fort.

Pulling Up The Slack 

In the ten month period ending with Oc- 
tober, the city set up a new record in the 
collection of tax arrears, the amount being 
well over $1,000,000, a gain of more than 
$84,000 on collections for the period last 
year. Almost $700,000 came from the sale 
of land which had been forfeited to the city, 
and nearly $500,000 was paid up on prop- 
erty still in the hands of the owners. 

Total current and arrears, 
for the ten months amounted to $4,178,493, 
a gain of $211,327 over collections during 
the corresponding months last year. Total 
tax receipts for the whole of last year were 
118 per cent of the year’s levy. As both cur- 
rent taxes and arrears show increased pay- 
ments for the ten months now gone, the 
prospect is that this record also will be 
beaten when 1944 ends, 

Last year 92 per cent of the taxes 
levied for the year were paid, and the out- 
look is that this year's showing will be 
somewhat better. On balance the city is 
making substantial progress toward clear- 
ing up the heavy accumulation of arrears 
with which it emerged from the depression.

The United 
States is against subsidies unless 
they keep needed planes in the air, 
and is prepared to discuss how 
rates can be agreed upon. By con- 
trast, the Canadian plan provided 
|that the operators set their rates, 
which would become subject to 
regulation in the same way that 
railway rates are. 

Lord Swinton suggested rates be 
scaled according to speed and ac- 
commodation provided. Everyone 
was against subsidies. The choice 
regarding rates seems clear enough; 


either the UCanadian principle 
will be adopted or the operators

The struggle between the CCF

|the national labor relations code, 
| Under this act the congress unions 
{have so substantially added to 
|their membership that its roll of 
members has now passed the 325,- 
000 mark. The congress officers 
jclaim an increase of 100,000 mem- 
bers in the last year. The second 
jfactor is clearly the government's 
social legislation, 

An illustration of the distance 
| these unionists have moved toward 
the government was the reception 
of Mr. C. D, Howe. No Canadian 
minister was more thoroughly dis- 
liked by many of the congress 
leaders.

whipped cream. Sift the baking 
powder and salt with the cake 
flour; measure vanilla into milk. 
Add flour alternately to the creamy 
butter and sugar, about 1-3 of each 
at a time. Beat until batter is 
smooth. Add the burnt sugar sy- 
rup. Whip eggs white with rotary 
beater until it begins to foam, then 
add the half cup of sugar a little at 
a time, continuing to beat as you

before it is very stiff. Fold into the 
batter.

Will Be Sold 
By Corporation 


War assets Corporation has 
boen appointed appraiser for the 
Canadian government of all sites 
and buildings the American 
government has acquired for mili- 
tary purposes in Canada and 
which, under agreement between 
the two nations, are to be taken 
over by Canada when the Ameri- 
cans declare them surplus, This 
was made known in Edmonton 
Saturday by J. B. Carswell, OBE, 
president of the corporation, here 
to confer with the Alberta 
government 
Mr, Carswell announced that be

perties eventually to be declared 

surplus are situated in the Edmon 

ton area, the corporation will open 
a branch office here to dispose of | 
these assets as they become avail 

able 

“For some time,’ said Mr. Cars 
well, “the Edmonton branch office 
will deal almost exclusively in real 
estate but its operations may be 
extended into other fields of war 
urplus disposal later, 

Respecting the present activities 
of the corporation, Mr. Carswell 
stated that its October sales re- 
covered slightly more than one mil- 
lion dollars for the Canadian | 
treasury.

1940, he was appointed chief of staff 
Sir John was one of the small 
group of British leaders who helped 
save their country after Dunkerque 
The new chief of staff devoted 
his attention immediately to re- 
building the battered army, and 
succeeded so well that he was 
able to announce seven months 
later that it was again a formid- 
able military instrument. He con- 
tinued in office until Christmas, 
1940, when he retired as chief of 
staff at the age of 60, being suc- 
ceeded by Field Marshal Sir Alan 
Brooke, the present incumbent. 
Before the present war he was 
perhaps best known for his work in 
breaking up the fighting in Pales- 
tine in 1936, when as commander of 
the British forces in the area he
